What is DDLC 


Doki Doki Literature Club! is a 2017 freeware visual novel developed by American independent game 
studio Team Salvato for Microsoft Windows, macOS, and Linux. The game was initially distributed 
through itch.io, and later became available on Steam. The story is told from the perspective of a 
high school student who reluctantly joins the school's literature club on the insistence of his best 
friend, and is given the option to woo three of its four female members. Doki Doki Literature Club! 
features a non-traditional plot structure with multiple endings and unlockable Cutscenes Walaa 
of the main characters. Although the game initially appears to be a lighthearted dating simulat@igae 
is in fact a psychological horror game that extensively breaks the fourth wall.

Who is MC (Canon) 


The protagonist is one of the five main characters, one of the five members of the 
Literature Club, and the main protagonist of Doki Doki Literature Club!. The 
protagonist uses whatever name the player gives him, but he is a separate entity 
from the player. The protagonist's largest appearance is shown once in Act 1 when 
Sayori hugs him. Only his back is visible, revealing that he has short. dark prop hair 
and pale skin. His arms also appear in Acts 1 and 2. |

Who is Sayori (Canon) 


Sayori is initially portrayed as the archetype of a Genki Girl, expressing a bubbly and 
cheery disposition. She is very clumsy, noted for finding ways to accidentally hurt 
herself or to drop things. Regardless, she is shown to be a jokingly cunning individual 
who can trick others to get food, shown after managing to eat Natsuki's cookie without 
her permission. Sayori's depression makes her disorganized, and she often "cannot find 
a reason to get out of bed in the morning", which is why she is is usually late for school. 
Her room, which the protagonist regularly cleaned for her, is also noted to be untidy. 
The protagonist notes how there hasn't been much change in her, and the changes the 
protagonist notices in her later are due to Monika's interference, amplifying her ,, . 
depression and suicidal tendencies. 


Who is Monika (Canon) 


Monika is the poster girl of Doki Doki Literature Club and one of the five members and 
President of the Literature Club. Monika is the driving force of the game, instructing the 
club members to practice writing poems until the club festival which itself facilitates and 
develops the characters and story. : 


Monika is aware that she is a character in a game. 


Monika is aware that the protagonist is a separate entity from the player. 


Who is Yuri (Canon) 


Yuri is shown to express maturity and sophistication. She has extensively long, straight, dark 
purple hair and light purple eyes, and she wears purple barrettes on both sides of her head, 
positioned upon two prominent strands of hair beside her bangs. While at school, she wears 
the standard school uniform consisting of a warm gray blazer, brown sweater vest, white shirt 
slightly unbuttoned at the collar, red ribbon, dark blue pleated skirt, white knee-high socks, 
and white uwabaki slippers with sky blue tips. When the player chooses to work with Yuri, she 
wears a beige turtleneck sweater with black leggings. The protagonist describes her 
movements as surprisingly elegant due to her long legs.

Who is Natsuki (Canon) 


Natsuki has straight pastel pink hair, cut around chin length, and pink eyes. Her bangs 
are swept to the right, having two prominent strands of hair beside them. Her 
accessories consist of a red Japanese-style crossed hairclip, as well as two red ribbons 
tying two small ponytails on either side of her head, with the rest of her hair left down. 
Her canine teeth are longer than the rest of her teeth, making them visible when she 
opens her mouth wide enough. She is the shortest character in the Literature Club, a 
feature that results in people commonly mistaking her for a first year student.
